Introduction 

The need for a comprehensive national database on postsecondary student financial 
aid prompted the U.S. Department of Education to conduct the 1987 National Postsecondary 
Student Aid Study (NPSAS). The National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) in the Office 
of Educational Research and Improvement designed anc implemented NPSAS with assistance 
from other Federal offices, various associations, and the research community. NPSAS is a 
student-based data system that contains comprehensive information on how students finance their 
postsecondary education. 

Tne NPSAS in-school sample includes students enrolled in all types of postsecondary 
institutions in the fall of 1986. Students enrolled in public, private not-for-profit, and private for- 
profit institutions were included. Students attending 2-year institutions, 4-year institutions, and 
schools with only occupational programs of less than 2 years' duration were also included. The 
NPSAS sample also includes students of all academic levels such as undergraduate, graduate, and 
first-professional students and students who did and did not receive student financial aid. 

Undergraduate Student Education Expenses 

The summary tabulations presented in this document were designed to be descriptive. 
They describe the education expenses of undergraduate students by institution control and level, 
residency status, attendance status, and selected student characteristics. 

Values for variables used in these tabulations may be unreported (missing) for some 
respondents. Table 1 presents the number of students reporting education expenses by institution 
control and level, student attendance status, and student residency status. The numbers of 
students reported in tables 2 through 11 may be slightly lower than in table 1 due to unreported 
values in variables by which costs are classified. 
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Since the education expenses of undergraduate students vary considerably across 
residency status, education expenses are presented separately for undergraduate students living on 
campus, living in off-campus housing, and living with parents. The education expenses of students 
attending postsecondary institutions on a full-time basis were significantly higher than the expenses 
of students attending on a part-time basis. Similarly, the expenses of students attending 
postsecondary institutions on a full-year basis were significantly higher than the expenses for 
students attending on a pari-yar basis. Table 2 presents summary student expense information by 
student residency and attendance status. 

Tables 3 through 11 include full-time/fuil-year students only, since most 
undergraduate students attend school full time for the full academic year. Furthermore, the costs 
involved in part-time or part-year attendance vary considerably, particularly the tuition and fees 
charged. Estimates are not presented for cells with fewer than 30 observations, as noted in the 
tables. 

The tabulations in this report use the Preliminary NPSAS Student Survey File (May 
1988). Differences between this preliminary file and the final file are expected to be minor. 
Further details concerning the sample and production of the tables are presented in the technical 
appendix (appendix A). Selected sampling errors are included in appendix B.

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Appendix A 
Technical Appendix Notes 



Sampling and Data Collection 

NPSAS covers students in all sectors of postsecondary education, such as public, 
private not-for-profit, and private for-profit institutions. However, institutions serving only 
secondary students or institutions providing only avocational, recreational, or remedial courses 
were not eligible for inclusion in the in-school component of NPSAS. NPSAS data users should 
note that school and student eligibility criteria for NPSAS may vary *Tom eligibility criteria for 
other data systems or Federal programs. Differences in eligibility criteria must be taken into 
account when comparing NPSAS estimates to other estimates. 

The sampling design for NPSAS involved three stages of sampling, clustering of units 
at two of the sampling stages, stratification of the sampling units at each stage, and assignment of 
differential probabilities of selection. The first stage of sampling consisted of selecting 20 
geographic areas based upc.i a three-digit zip code area. The purposes of this clustering were to 
reduce the costs of data collection in the sampled institutions and to ensure the coverage of 
institutions. In the second stage a list of eligible postsecondary institutions in each of the sampled 
primary sampling units (PSUs) was created and a sample of institutions was selected. Of the 1,163 
eligible institutions selected, 1,074 institutions agreed to participate resulting in a weighted 
institution response rate of 95 percent. 

The third stage of sampling was the selection of students within the participating 
institutions. A sample of approximately 60,000 students was selected from enrollment lists 
provided by the institutions. Institution, registrar, and financial aid records were collected for all 
sampled students during the fall of 1986 and early in 1987. During the summer of 1987 institution 
financial aid offices were asked to update all student financial aid information to reflect full 
academic year award amounts. In the spring and summer of 1987 all students were surveyed by 
mail and telephone to obtain additional data, including self-reported educational expenses, The 
weighted response rate of the NPSAS Student Survey was 71 percent. 
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Estimation Weights and Sampling Variance 



Estimation weights were developed in order to provide a mechanism for producing 
student level estimates. The weights were constructed in three steps. First, a student base weight 
was obtained by using the inverse of the probability of selection. The second step was the 
adjustment of the base weight by a ratio adjustment factor based upon information from the 1986- 
87 Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System (IPEDS) and the 1985-86 Higher Education 
General Information Survey (HEGIS). The final student weight was then computed as the 
product of the student base weight and a Student Survey nonresponse adjustment factor. 

There are a number of methods for computing estimates of the variances of the 
statistics produced from complex sample designs (i.e., multi-stage, stratified, cluster samples with 
varying probabilities of selection). The jackknife replication method was chosen for NPSAS. The 
jackknife is a replication technique which can be implemented with an existing software package 
that is available on the Department of Education's computer system and is familiar to many survey 
practitioners. For NPSAS, 34 strata were formed for variance computation purposes, and 
consequently, 34 replicates were constructed. Each variance computation stratum is composed of 
a pair of noncertainty PSUs, some pairs of noncertainty institutions of each type/control, and 
some certainty schools of each type/control in which the students have been split to form pairs. 
Appendix B presents estimates of selected sampling errors. 

Definitions of Variables 

Brief definitions of variables used in the tabulations are provided below. Variable 
names on the data file are provided in parentheses. 

■ Undergraduate status (LEVEL): NCES derived variable based on student 
reports (NPSAS Student Questionnaire items #3, 4, and 5) and institutional 
records (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item # 21 A). 

■ Total education expenses (STD_COST): NCES derived variable based on 
institution reported tuition and fees (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #18), 
student reported food and housing, and student reported other education 
expenses (NPSAS Student Questionnaire items #1 1, 12, 41, and 42). 
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Tuition and fees (TUITFEES): NCES derived variable based on institution 
reported tuition and fees (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item # 18). Amounts 
reported for terms were adjusted to full-year equivalent tuition and fees. 

Food and housing (STDJROOM): NCES derived variable based on student 
reported expenses (NPSAS Student Questionnaire items # 11, 12, 41, and 42). 
Amounts reported for terms were adjusted to full-year equivalent expenses. 

Other education expenses (STD_MISC): NCES derived variable based on 
student reported expenses for transportation, personal expenses, child care 
expenses, education loans, and other education related expenses (NPSAS 
Student Questionnaire items # 12 and 42). Amounts reported for terms were 
adjusted to full-year equivalent expenses. 

Attendance status: The full-time designation was based on institution reported 
attendance status (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item # 22), whereas the full- 
year designation was based on student reported attendance status (Student 
Questionnaire item #28). 

Residency status (RESIDENC): NCES derived variable based on student 
reported residency status (NPSAS Student Questionnaire item #10) or 
institution reported residency status (NPSAS Record Abstract item #17). 

Institutional control (CTRL): Institutional control as verified in NPSAS. 

Institutional level (TYPE): Institutional level as verified in NPSAS. 

Academic level (S3): Based on student reported academic level (NPSAS 
Student Questionnaire item #3). 

Major field of study: Based on coded values of institution reported field of 
study (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #21F). 

Region: NCES defined regions based on institution three-digit zip code. 

Gender (D_SEX): NCES derived variable based on student reported gender 
(NPSAS Student Questionnaire item #75) or institution reported student 
gender (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #12). 

Race/Ethnicity (RACE): NCES derived variable based on student reported 
race/ethnicity (NPSAS Student Questionnaire item #74) or institution 
reported student race/ethnicity (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #14). 

Age category (AGECAT): NCES derived variable based on student reported 
date of birth (NPSAS Student Questionnaire item #74) or institution reported 
student date of birth (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #13). 

Current marital status (MARITAL): NCES derived variable based on student 
reported marital status (NPSAS Student Questionnaire item #78) or institution 
reported student marital status (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #24). 
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Dependency status (DEP_STAT): NCES derived variable based on institution 
reported student dependency status (NPSAS Record Abstract Form item #25) 
or student reported dependency related items (NPSAS Student Questionnaire 
item #88). 

Financial aid status: Based on NCES derived variables ANY AID and 
FED AID.

Selected Sampling Errors 

Jackknife variance estimation involves forming subsamplej from the full sample for 
estimating sampling variances. This method can be used in sample designs in which the population 
is first stratified and then a sample of primary sampling units (PSUs) is selected. The basic design 
assumed by the jackknife method is one in which the population of PSUs is grouped into H strata 
(h = 1,2,...,H), and two PSUs are selected from each stratum. A replicate is formed by randomly 
deleting one PSU from a single stratum, doubling the weight of the remaining unit in the stratum, 
and using all units from other strata. This process (i.e., randomly deleting one PSU from a single 
stratum, doubling the weight of the remaining unit in the stratum, and using all units from other 
strata) is repeated in turn for each stratum. Thus, if there are H strata, H replicates will be 
created. Estimates of the statistics of interest are obtained from each of these replicates. The 
variation of the replicate estimates around their corresponding full sample estimate is used to 
estimate the sampling variance of the statistic of interest. 

Using the jackknife replication method described above, the sampling variability 
associated with several statistics of interest were estimated. Tables A1-A6 present the standard 
error (SE) of selected statistics. The estimated standard error of a statistic (a measure of the 
variation due to sampling) can be used to construct confidence intervals around the full sample 
estimate. If all possible samples of a given size were surveyed under similar conditions, intervals of 
2 standard errors below to 2 standard errors above a particular estimate would include the 
population value in approximately 95 percent of the samples. For example, for estimated average 
1986-87 academic year total education expenses of undergraduate students enrolled in the fall of 
1986 and living in school-owned housing, the 95 percent confidence interval is $7,725 ± 2 times a 
standard error of $132. If the above procedure were followed for every possible sample, about 
95 percent of the intervals would include the population average.
